request for investigator

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners told 


Prosecutor John Huss that tight 
budget conditions will not cur- 
rently allow extra staff in his 
office, denying a request for an 
investigator to help prepare 
felony cases for trial. 

Huss attended the board’s reg- 
ular monthly meeting, last week, 
renewing a request he made in 
July to hire an investigator to do 
detective work for his office. 

Huss had asked retired 
Detective Sgt. Richard Meyer to 
consider taking the position. 
Meyer was forced to retire from 
the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department after sustaining a 
head injury on Dec. 20, 2001, 
when a motorist struck the patrol 
vehicle he was in while he was 
policing a car accident that 
occurred on ice covered I-75. 

The sheriff’s department and 
prosecutor’s office have been 
working without a detective 
since Meyer’s absence. 

Initially, Huss asked for the 
investigator to work up to 50 
hours per month in his office, but 
said he would work with para- 
meters that the county commis- 
sioners would establish. 
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Huss sought to bring Meyer 


into his office, on a trial basts, to 
work on six to eight felony cases 
prior to the start of the county's 
Oct. | fiscal year. 

“It’s just getting these cases 
ready, cleaned up and ready to 
go,” Huss said. 

Ultimately, Huss said that 
Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield needs to have a detec- 
live on board to do investigative 
work and follow up work that 
road patrol officers can not get 
to. 

“He needs somebody to look 
at all the felonies, go over them 
and clean them up before I get 
them,” Huss satd. 

Huss told the commissioners 
that having the evidence in hand 
ofien convinces suspects to enter 
into plea deal agreement rather 
than taking their chances at a 
lengthy and costly trial. 

“The more you have, the more 
you can pile on the guys shoul- 
ders or gals shoulders, the quick- 
er i(s going to save us money, 
time and effort,” he said. 

Crawford County 
Commissioner Terry Beardslee, 
who sits on the county’s audit 
committee, said officials have

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Streetscape 


project 
to get 
underway

Construction will start for the 
$1.3 million streetscape in 
downtown Grayling on Monday. 

Construction crews will begin 
work on the block west of the I- 
75 Business Loop on the north 
side of the street. 

The base of the street will be 
ground up. The street will be 
closed for a three to five-day 
period, and traffic leading to the 
Crawford County Courthouse 
will be detoured on Burton 
Court, said Grayling City 
Manager David Thayer. 

Traffic on Michigan Avenue 
will then be restored to two 
lanes. 

Burton Court will be closed 
during the initial construction, 
while sewer and water manes 
are replaced. 

After completing the north 
side of the street, construction 
crews will then focus on the 
south side sidewalks and road- 
way. A majority of work is 
expected to be completed by the 
middle of September. 

Thayer said the city was not 
able to reach a deal to lease 
parking space from Bill 
Gannon, the owner of the former 
Chief Shoppenagon's Motor 
Motel. Residents and down- 
town employees are encouraged 
to park in front of the Crawford 
County Court House and along 
Norway Street.

Final payment for new animal shelter approved

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners wrapped up 
the final construction red tape 
for the new AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, at their regu- 
lar monthly meeting last week, 
approved the final payment of 
$88,709.65 to Wakefield 
Construction, (he general con- 
tractor for the new animal shel- 
ler. 

The AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter, formerly known as the 
Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County, moved into ils new 
building at the Crawford 
County Fairgrounds in July. 

— “We're moved tn, everything 
is coming along fine and it’s 
excellent for the animals,” satd 
Sharon Priebe, president of the 
AuSable Valley Animal Shelter 


Board of Directors. 

Besides some final work on 
the shelter building, Crawford 
County Administrator Paul 
Compo said creating an 
entrance into the fairground 
property and paving a roadway 
to the shelter and a parking lot 
are the final steps for the proj- 
ect. 

County Commissioners will 
meet with Lucas Portah, a engi- 
necring firm specializing in 
transportation engineering for 
the Northwest Design Group, 
next month to get specifications 
for the entrance and paving. 

Don Babcock, the manager 


for Crawford County Road 
Commission, recommended 
using the firm. 

The U.S. Department of 


Agriculture issued bonds. for 
$400,000 fora loan to the coun- 
ty to build the shelter. Compo 
said there is about $15,000 


rematning from the loan. 

“In order to close the bond 
oul, we have to do something 
with that excess money” Compo 
said. “We can’t hold that money 
as a fund balance.” 

The board capped the engi- 
necring cost for the project at 
$6,000, which was Babcock’s 
recommendation, 

County officials will seck 
information on how wide the 
entrance from Old 27 needs to 
be to accommodate traffic from 
the shelter and the sports fields 
at the fairgrounds. 

“You have to have the specifi- 
cations to make sure the bids for 
the paving are apples to apples,” 
Compo said. 


The former Animal Shelter of 


Crawford County, Inc., a non- 
profit: agency, operated the 
shelter since 1991, when the 
county decided it’ would no 
longer tun the shelter due to 


budget woes. 

The shelter facilities which 
were in dire need of repair and 
replacement, were located on 
land teased from the Crawford 
County Road Commission. 

The house trailer, which was 
used as offices and an area to 
house cats at the former shelter, 
is in the process of being dis- 
maniled. 

Pricbe said all shelter build- 
ing and fixtures will be removed 
from the road commission prop- 
erty in the next two weeks, 

“We're extremely grateful 
that the road commission has 
been understanding and allowed 
us the time to get settled into a 
new shelter,” Pricbe said. “This 
whole project would not have 
been completed without the 
support of — the County 
Commissioners, the Road 
Commission and the support of 
the community.”

(MDOT), apparently Michigan’s 
4,402 state highway bridges are 
pretty safe. Specific information 
is posted on the MDOT web site, 
with bridges listed by route num- 
ber and county, 

Only highway bridges longer 
than 20 feet are included, and 
pedestrian and locally-owned 
bridges are not included. The 
Mackinac, International and Blue 
Water bridges are inspected each 
year. The Ambassador Bridge 
from Detroit to Windsor is pri- 
vately owned and not included in 
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ALMANACK

National standards require 
Inspections every two years. 
Michigan now has more than 20 
inspectors on duty. 

Forty-four hundred bridges in 
Michigan may seem like a lot, 
but not considering our network 
of highways, plus streams and 
rivers. It’s almost impossible to 
go from one city in Michigan to 
the next without crossing some 
kind of public bridge. It’s enough 
to keep a paranoid Michiganian 
off the roads completely. 

With Michigan’s traffic, it’s 
also easy to understand how wear 
and tear can cause problems if 
inspection and repairs are not 
high priority. Its amazing to me 
how fast our highways tend to 
deteriorate. [t almost seems that 
only three or four years after a 
new stretch of superhighway is 
opened, it is closed for repairs. 
That’s probably only perception, 


Our economic choices for 
prosperity are very limited 


To the editor: 

Unfortunately for this part of 
the slate, our economic choices 
for prosperity are very limited. 

Our location offers very little to 
manufacturing, especially when 
there is so much idle capacity 
down state. The only industry that 
might have half a hope of survival 
is something based on wood, 
Given the recent closures by 
Georgia Pacific and more cco- 
nomical locations, this seems very 
unlikely to occur. 

High tech jobs will never be 
based here. Very few techies like 
rural arcas and will not be drawn 
to this location to live. We also do 
not have a high tech mentality in 
this state for the most part. 
Michigan manufacturing was built 
on being labor intensive and Jow 
tech. Michigan is in catch up 
mode; training thousands so we 
can be like California and the 
south (manufacturing-wise). 
Manufacturing will continue to be 
based downstate because of the 
location, logistical access, and 
idle capacity. 

That leaves the services sector 
for us to exploit. Main Street will 
be a good thing if several things 
OCCUT: 

t. The county/state does not 
fund projects within the park, 
Rather, local and state government 
should be using funds to find/plan 
projects that will compliment this 
park. Maybe it’s another park, but 
there needs to be more than one 
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attraction. Four or five maybe. No 
one goes to Florida because of just 
the Magic Kingdom. We don’t 
need/want to be that big, but it 
supports my point of diversifying. 

2. The county government seri- 
ously looks at getting professional 
assistance in the development and 
planning of Crawford County. 
There needs to be a SO year game 
plan put together to sustain a pro- 
ject Jike this. 

3. Keep in mind that restau- 
rants, hotels and shopping will 
live or die by these plans. These 
are not our diversified attractions. 

4, Learn from Auto World and 
Cabela's. What made up their fail- 
ures? Were there any successes? 
What makes Orlando tick (besides 
the weather)? 

5. Use this project as a founda- 
tion to grow, not the building 
itsell. There is not a foundation to 
rest upon and survive, 

Grayling needs something to 
survive. ICappears that it will necd 
to be a service industry based 
economy. As with any industry, 
there are costs and rewards if they 
are properly planned and execut- 
ed. If we don’t consider this park 
project, what will Grayling do to 
be around in 50 years? The 
younger generation will leave to 
join the rest of world for more 
prosperity if we don’t do some- 
thing today. Then Grayling will 
dic a slow death.

Can Michigan laws which 
encourage heavy trucks and 
heavy trucking add dispropor- 
tionately to deterioration of 
Michigan roads and bridges? 

Maybe our Michigan truck 
weight and other pertinent laws 
should be inspected every couple 
of years, along with all 4,402 
bridges.

MIGHTY MAC - Michigan’s 
centerpiece Mackinac Bridge 
came in for plenty of attention at 
the 50th birthday of its opening 
recently. 

George Weeks, now retired 
after an extensive career of news- 
papering and public service, in a 
column about the anniversary, 
offered these views: 

“More than its physical attrib- 
utes, the Mighty Mac is a tribute 
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to people who had the vision to 
think big, the courage to do 
something about it and the will- 
ingness to put aside political dif- 
ferences for the common good. 
The pity is that we’re not cele- 
brating 50 years of the kind of 
bipartisanship it took to build the 
Mackinac Bridge. That would be 
a tribute indeed.” 

Mr. Weeks offers a sound and 
sobering observation. Heck, the 
folks in Lansing these days have 
trouble even putting together a 
one-year budget; how could they 
handle a five-mile long bridge 
floated on a Jong-term bond issue 
($70 million in 1954 dollars).

To the editor: 

While reading recent issues of 
The Avalanche, I have read many 
letters to the editor in reference 
to the proposed theme park, 
Main Street America. Many of 
these letters express concern 
about what the theme park will 
do to Grayling. What concerns 
me is that the majority of these 
letters are written by non-citi- 
zens of Grayling. Tam glad that 
these people have care and con- 
cern for the Grayling area, but I 
don’t think they understand what 
everyday life is like in Grayling. 
While I feel grateful to sce the 
streets busy with tourists on 
summer weekends, Grayling has 
seen over the years that the 
attractions we currently have are 
not enough to sustain our com- 
munity. 

The theme park could be a 
flop, as some have said, but it 
could just as easily be the cata- 
lyst that puts Grayling back on 
the map as a destination for 
tourists. We rely a great deal on 
our tourism, and why should we 
think that people will not travel 
here to go to this theme park? 
How many times have we trav- 
eled to attractions similar to this, 


such as Cedar Point, Michigan’s

Gardens? ‘There are new hotels 
in the state offering indoor water 
parks that have been very popu- 
lar. There are many people from 
downstate who love to come up 
north for getaways, and adding 
another destination to choose 
from should only increase their

Another complaint about the 
theme park is that tt won’t create 
good jobs. Yes, many may be 
seasonal or part-time and not 
offer health benefits, but I ask 
you this: which is worse, having 
part-time minimum wage jobs 
(with a minimum wage that ts 
the second highest in the coun- 
try) or no jobs at all? Being a 
college graduate who moved 
back to Grayling, | understand 
the lack of employment opportu- 
nities in our area. My only 
options when 1 moved home 
were part-time seasonal jobs, but 
] was glad to have something 
available to me while ] searched 
for more permanent employ- 
ment. After months of searching

fits, albeit in Gaylord, however I 


still work at the Grayling 
Country Club on summer week- 
ends to help supplement my 
income. There are many jobs in 
our area that are seasonal- golf 
courses and ski resorts, construc- 
tion, canoe liveries, ice cream 
shops, etc, but I do not hear com- 
plaints about the type of employ- 
ment those places offer and I am 
sure those that they employ are 
grateful. 

A great deal of the concerns 
expressed in recent letters have 
had to do with the taxes residents 
will be paying. With all due 
respect, this is the residents issue 
to worry about. The Crawford 
County voters are educated peo- 
ple who have the ability to look 
at all sides of the issue and deter- 
mine what is best. Look at how 
many times the bond issue to 
renovate the high school was 
voted down before eventually 
passing. Our voters have shown 
that they will make up their own 
minds on issues relevant to 
spending in the community. 

I understand that many people 
worry about the — natural 
resources and attractions in our 
area. For those from outside of 
our community, please know that 


we appreciate and respect our 
rivers and lakes, hiking, hunting, 
etc. and we do not take the pro- 
tection of those resources lightly. 
With careful thought and plan- 
ning I believe our community 
can inake this work. We can find 
a balance between protecting 
and conserving what we hold 
dear about this place while still 
finding ways to move forward 
and grow this community. 

There is room for great debate 
over what more the community 
can do to better itself, but we 
have a viable option in front of 
us and I think it would be a mis- 
take not to make it work. 

What we need to do is ensure 
that our way of Jife now can 
coexist with the new changes to 
be brought by the theme park.

The Michigan Child 
Identification Program — or 
MICHIP, sponsored by the 


Michigan Masons, will be com- 
ing to Grayling on Saturday, 
Sept. 15, at the Grayling Middle

The National Center for Missing 
and Exploited Children recog- 
nizes the MICHIP as one of the 
most complete child recovery 
and identification programs in 
the nation. Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield says, “Time will be 
dramatically reduced in’ issuing 
an amber alert with the informa- 
tion provided by this kit.” 

At a CHIP event, Masons gen- 
erate individual completed child 
information identification kits 
that are given to the parent or 
guardian to take home for safe- 
keeping. Each kit contains a 
color photo which can be circu- 
lated by the police, The kit con- 
tains fingerprints which are 
unique to every individual, a 
recorded interview which cap- 


tures the appearance, speech 
mannerisms, and important per- 
sonal characteristic of a child 
which are as unique as finger- 
prints even with a child losing 
and gaining teeth, and DNA 
which can identify anyone and 
provides a pure and exclusive 
scent for tracking dogs to find 
lost children. 

Each child moves through sev- 
eral stations of the event which 
takes about 10 to 15 minutes 
generating an identifying item at 
each station and placing them in 
his or her kit. Nothing is kept on 
file except a permission slip 
signed by the child’s parent or 
guardian.

Records 
for all entering kindergarten students and students enrolled from outside the district will be reviewed to ensure 
immunizations are up to date. Notice will be sent lo parents or guardians if there is no immunization record upon 
school entry or if records are incomplete. Students not in compliance with state irimunization requirements will 
be excluded from school until documentation of immunization is presented, Parents may sign a waiver if they 
have a religious or other objection to immunization, or they may provide a statement of objection for medical | 
reasons which has been signed by a physician, Michigan law requires that all students be immunized against 
diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis, polio, measles, mumps and rubella, Immunization can be obtained from your physi- | 
cian or health department. 


Persons or groups wishing to use school district facilities outside of the regular school day can call 
the Community Education Director at 348-6137. A building request form will be provided and if the 
request is approved, a contract will be completed, It is the policy of the district to charge a fee for 
such use. Fees are based upon the cost of utilities, materials, and personnel to the district and upon 
the type of group using the facility, Requests for building use must be filed at least ten days prior to 
the date requested. Classrooms, cafeteria, auditorium, and gymnasium are available for use. Requests 
for use during school hours must be processed through the building principal.

DANGEROUS STRUCTURES ORDINANCE 
ORDINANCE NO. 23 OF 2007 


AN ORDINANCE PURSUANT TO ACT 246 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1945, AS AMENDED, TO 
PROHIBIT DANGEROUS STRUCTURES AND TO PROVIDE ENFORCEMENT AND PENALTY 
PROVISIONS 


THE TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH BRANCH 
ORDAINS: 


Section 1: “Dangerous Structure” Defined. 


As used in this Ordinance a “dangerous structure” 
means a building or structure that has one (1) or 
more of the following defects or is in one (1) or 
more of the following conditions. 


A. A portion of the building or structure is dam- 
aged by fire, wind, flood, or other cause so that 
the structural strength or stability of the building is 
appreciably less than it was before the catastro- 
phe and does not meet the minimum require- 
ments of the building code enforced within the 
Township for a new building or structure. 


B. Apart of the building or structure is likely to fall, 
become detached or dislodged, or collapse and 
injure persons or damage property. 


C. A portion of the building or structure has set- 
tled to such an extent that walls or other structur- 
al portions of the building or structure have mate- 
rially less resistance to wind that is required in the 
case of new construction by the building code 
enforced within the Township. 


D. The building or structure, or a part of the build- 
ing or structure, because of dilapidation, deterio- 
ration, decay, faulty construction, or the removal 
or movement of some portion of the ground nec- 
essary for the support, or for other reasons, is like- 
ly to partially or completely collapse, or some por- 
tion of the foundation or underpinning of the build- 
ing or structure is likely to fall or give way. 


E. The building, structure, or a part of the building 
or structure is manifestly unsafe for the purpose 
for which it is used. 


F. The building or structure is damaged by fire, 
wind, or flood, or is dilapidated or deteriorated and 
has become an attractive nuisance to children 
who might play in the building or structure to their 
danger. 


G. The building or structure is vacant, dilapidated, 
and opened at door or window, leaving the interi- 
or of the building exposed to the elements or 
accessible to entrance by trespassers. 


Section 2: Prohibition. 


No person, corporation, limited liability company, 
trust, partnership, or other legal entity shall own, 


occupy or maintain any dangerous structure with- 


in the Township. 
Section 3: Notice. 


lf a building or structure is found to be a danger- 
ous structure, the Zoning Administrator or other 
person named by the Township Board shall give 
the owner of the building or structure written 
notice of the dangerous condition and thirty (30) 
days to demolish and remove the dangerous 
structure from the property or to repair the dan- 
gerous structure to make it safe. The notice may 


‘be personally delivered to the owner or mailed to 


the owner by certified mail, restricted delivery, 
return receipt requested to the address shown on 
the assessor's rolls. 


Section 4. Inspection. 


Township representatives shall have the right to 
inspect buildings or structures to determine viola- 
tion of or compliance with this Ordinance. 
Township representatives may exercise this right 
to inspection by consent of the person having the 
right to possession of the building or structure or 
any part thereof, or by administrative search war- 
rant.

Section 1. Definitions. 


Ordinance, 


“Building materials” includes but is not limited to 
lumber, brick, concrete or cinder blocks, plumbing 

for heating materials, electrical wiring or equip- 
ment, shingles, mortar, concrete or cement, nails, 
screws, or any other materials used in construc- 
tion of any structure, 


“Garbage” means rejected food wastes, including 
waste accumulation of animal, fruit or vegetable 
matter used or intended for food that related to 
the preparation, use, cooking, dealing in, or stor- 
ing of meat, fish, fowl, fruit or vegetable. 


“Junk” means by way of example and not limita- 
tion used or salvaged metals and their com- 
pounds or combination, used or salvaged rope, 
rubber, tires or car parts.
